VVith the main intention of being as- 
sured that every McGill undergrad be 
fully aware of the date and that every 
raudidatc may realize that his pht- 
orm must be furnished for publication, 
lie Council concluded that it would be 
or the best to postpone the election. 1 un- 
i! November 30th. 

This step was taken by the Council to 
tir up better and more universal en- 
hustasm: to be consistent with this aim, 
Daily wishes to announce that from 
his date until the 30th, campaign pro- 
paganda is- solicited and will be publish- 
ed. A campaign column will be initiated 
■vitli to-morrow's issue and this an- 
• ounccinent goes out as an invitation for 
the respective candidates to appoint their 
publicity managers and set them at work. 
Advance publicity of any nature what- 
soever will be accepted by the Daily for 
niblication in the column : should any- 
thing be taken as libel hy a candidate the 
(Daily wish it strictly understood that it 
will assume no responsibility for the 
iiithcnticity of the facts. 

Campaign managers are advised that 
all publicity should be labelled as such, 
addressed to the Campaign Editor and 
tcposilcd in the letter-box on the in- 
ide of the Daily office door. It will not 
: i ■ edited or revised and will be publish- 
d as coming from the party campaign 
manager. At a later date, the ruts of the 
various candidates will be published in 
'he paper. A representative ot" the paper 
will get in touch with the men and will 
receive their photographs for publica- 
tion.

The members present 
adopted these suggestions with cuthus- 
hsril and to prove their go-j 1 intentions 
se'tled oil an impromptu sp-aking c n- 
t-st as the entertainment tor the evening 
The talent revealed by the speakers 
augurs well for the success of the new 
venture, "The Yellow Peril", "Reducing 
Tablets," "The First Love or "the Last 
Love," "Fashions," "Old Houses," were 
some of the subjects amusingly treated 
by the speakers.

An interesting political discussion

The subject to be. thrashed out is:

Suites is more representative of the 
electorate than the' group system as 
in force in France." The affirmative 
is to be upheld by Kallahau and Long, 
while their opponents will be O'Hagàu 
and Seneca!. All who have heard any 
of these men in action expect to be 
presented with an interesting display 
of sound argument and a brilliant 
oratorical exhibition that will justify 
a large attendance at the meeting. 
The topic under discussion will af- 
ford an opportunity for a searching 
analysis of the present constitutions 
of the two republics in so far as they 
affect popular representation. 

At the present time thé Dominion 
elections, which are to be held in the 
near future, have given a great stimu- 
lus to political thought and discus- 
sion in the University, as witnessed 
by the great interest shown in' the 
Mock Parliament and in the course of 
lectures on politics, and more especial- 
ly is popular interest centred upon the 
tariff question. It i s upon this sub- 
ject that the intercollegiate debates on 
December 5th arc to be held. A team 
of debaters representing Queen's Uni- 
versity will uphold the case for mod- 
erate protection down here: while 
McGili's visitttig U-:<m will take up 
the same side at Toronto in a debate 
against 'Varsity. 

All interested in these political is- 
sues are invited to attend to-morrow 
night, and all may come with the 
certainty of hearing a fine debate.

^aesthetics benefited man. 

In concluding the speaker made some 
suggestions and also prophesies as to 
t' e future of the profession. He declared 
fiat a co-related medicine-dentistry 
course should be instituted; so that in 
future dentists will know, a great deal 
more of the relation of the mouth to the 
other parts of the body. 

Mr. Franklin was given a hearty vote 
of thanks tor his paper, and after re- 
freshments were served, during, which 
the orchestra again played the meeting 
adjourned.

Plea for Broad Minded Chris- 
tian Internationalism. 
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ELECTION TIME. 



"With the announcement in this issue of the forced postpone- 
ment of the elections for the Faculty Representatives, we wish to 
mphasize the appeal that comes from the Council for the old-time 
lection enthusiasm. There is no reason why the enthusiasm over 
;he college elections should not vie with that over the Dominion 
ections, insofar as it concerns McGill. Monday saw four hun- 
men cutting lectures and sticking it out all afternoon 
their franchise in the Dominion elections. Yet in all 
robability a considerable portion of that same body would pro- 
crastinate or fail altogether in exercising their power to vote for 
the representative that they will send to the Council. If they arc 
aboring under the delusion that the men that their vote will put 
n the Council arc not comparatively as important as those that 
they ^ ill try to send to Ottawa, they should clear up their foggy 
inderstanding between now and November the thirtieth. The 
ive Faculty Representatives really constitute the executive body 
that controls the general interests, of the undergraduate body. 
They arc the "members without portfolio."' The other members 

f the Council arc spccii.il. •v.-tcd to one specific sphere of 

oilcge activity, and as such they aiv c nstantly occupied by the 
many -calls of that branch. 

It resolves, then, on the Faculty Representatives to execute 
he general administration of the concerns of the Students' So- 
ciety. Faculty organization, dances, complaints from the student- 
bdy, requests for information— for the rendering of an account — 
or the backing of a request — these are all'matters that come with- 
the, exclusive scope of the man that sits on the Council as your 
onally chosen agent. 

With the exception of one faculty, the enthusiasm displayed 
i the nominating of candidates was highly satisfactory. It even 
ad all the indications of a come-back of the ofd-timc "election- 
ep." This enthusiasm, which has apparently waned in the in- 
erval, must.be revived in the. next seven days. , The paily wishes 
o do its part, and accordingly throws out the suggestion of ad- 
ancè campaign publicity. Each candidate must have at least ten 
|staunch friends, his nominees. It is for these men to take up what 
;hey have started and carry their man through an election cam- 
aign. They have, by their nomination, declared that "he's the 
nan for the job." The next week is their opportunity to show. the 
of the college that they have the courage to back up their 
ans, neglect on their part is nothing less than an insult 
nominee.

INTEREST AND EFFICIENCY. 



Many students spend a great deal of time at their studies, 
nit owing to the fact that they allow their minds to wander aim- 
cssly about while tlic-y arc working, they are unable to accom- 
lish all that thev wish to. It is onlv the very few who have such 
splendidly trained minds that they can concentrate in one specific 
;ubject to the practical exclusion of all else. The great majority 
students are sure to have their attention distracted by various 
nteresting but inconsequential little thoughts that insist on coming 
into their heads, and on flitting between the lines of the book they, 
re studying, and in fact that seem to crop up at all times and 
nost surely bear scant respect for the wishes of the would-be stu- 



The recent decision of the Students' 
Christian Movement to make no dis- 
crimination between the students of 
our late enemy countries and those 
of other Central European states in 
their relief work, has raised a ques- 
tion upon which student opinion may 
well be divided. 

The case for this step has .been 
put with clarity and sincere convie 
lion by Mr. Roy H, Richard, Gen 
oral Secretary of the Toronto Uni- 
versity Y.M.C.A. Mr. Richard 
stated that the purpose of student re- 
.!cf is not only to ameliorate distress, 
nil to promote a cordial understand- 
ing and international good-will. And, 
while the outstanding principle un- 
derlying the relief work of the 
World's Students' Christian Federa- 
tion is the proven need of the stu- 
tlenL/to whom aid is given, where im- 
pecunity amounts to actual destitution 
as in Central Europe, discrimination 
cannot be made according to nation- 
ality. There is developing among the 
universities of all the world an in- 
Jçmational student consciousness 
binding with firm ties those on the 
great adventure for the discovery of 
truth. The S.C.M. feels keenly that 
here in Canada snme oi our returned 
• oltMers are forced temporarily to 
discontinue their studies, but condi- 
tions here, will never cause war vct- 
:ran students to suffer from a lack 
if food and clothing, as is the case 
n Central Europe, in Russia, Austria 
and Poland, where the overturn of 
the whole economic system has re- 
sulted in the impoverishment of not 
only of many students, but of thou 
sands of family men as well. 

In Central Europe there is a dearth 
of trained leadership in industry and 
in university life; and, as we 'have 
now learned, no nation can afford to 
*etfl isolation it is to our interest as 
well as our plain Christian duty to 
aid the needy students of Europe^ 
those of Germany included. \Vc can- 
•iot have true internationalism if any 
one nation is excluded, :jmJ,the -&.riti«!i 
universities, which 1 have suffered "much 
more from the war than we have, 
realizing this, have led the way. in 
aiding the destitute students of Ger- 
many in common with those of other 
countries. While militarism is not 
yet wholly daed n Germany, it is to 
the gratitude oi the students whom 
we aid that we must look iov the pro- 
motion of the principles of world 
peace, goodwill, and internationalism 
now being discussed at Washington. 

This is one side of the case. The 
scncral opinion here, however, is not 
so whole-heartedly international. It 
s felt .that destitute students of Eu- 
rope— with the exception of those 
who a few years ago were trying to 
kill us — should be helper. But not 
Germaiiis or Austrians. On the other 
hand there is a problem at home. Re- 
turned Canadian soldiers arc in many 
cases finding it difficult for financial 
reasons to secure an adequate educa- 
tion. Let us help them first. 



Promotion of Pharmaceutical 
Education is Chief Aim of 
Society. 

McGill University can boast of still 
another Society, for during this week 
a new departure.- was made by the Un- 
dergraduates in Pharmacy, who formed 
"the Society of Pharmacy of McGill 
University." The purposes of which arc 
purely educational, in so far that this 
society will meet regularly to discuss 
if interest to their profession, and 
to invite speakers to their meetings who 
will enlarge on pharmaceutical subject 
and research-work. The members win 
attended the initial meeting, and the en 
thusiasin displayed, augffrs well for the 
I future of this new Society. The <rreit 
I majority of Pharmacy students have al- 
ready joined its ranks ami it i? certain 
I that the remainder will soo*i become 
t e.iVbcrs. A feature of tne Society he 
•g, that Honorary members; including 
i embers of faculties, and graduated 
] harmacists, can be elected to the So- 
e'ety. These having no power of legis' 
1 tion, the Society being purely for 
l ndergraduates, and their activities in 
connection with, the University. Gas 
nprescntatives were elected in order to 
keep in constant touch with the student; 
of the different classes, and also to act 
a link bctwe:u the members of the 
Society and the officers. 

So much for this aspect of the Socie- 
ty. On the other hand our Alma Mate: 
has not been forgotten, in other words 
the Society was not formed for purel; 
selfish purposes, or for the promotion 
oC its own interests only, without giving 
due consideration to our Alma Mater. 
Tor it will be in the interests of the in- 
dividual members, and the Society ii 
general, to see that its members take an 
active part on. various literary and athle- 
te societies, and to give its moral sup 
port to all undertakings which may 
bring recognition and honour to the 
University.

It is a question whether many of our modern memory courses 
.vould help a student so situated. They require concentration as 
veil as our every day tasks, and however good may be the sys- 
em that they follow, there is still room for the mind to wander, 
the best remedy is real genuine interest in the subject which 
studying. Interest will tend to drive away the disconccrt- 
oughts that try to crowd into the brain. It will develop con- 
.tion, for it is a driving, compelling force that rivets the at- 
firmly on the matter in hand, in such a way that complete 
nastery of the subject will be the result. Although much may be 
aid in favour, of subjects that are supposed to develop certain mcn- 
al faculties, yet it is doubtful if they fulfil their purpose vvjien the 
actor of interest is lacking. Healthy, vital interest in a subject 
ill do more to develop keen mental faculties than any amount 
f weary plodding through dull, classical literature, or materialis- 
mathematical formula. 

The student should endeavor to find out what subjects interest 
then should map out his course accordingly. Tlic importance 
oosing a course that harmonizes with the natural bent of one's 
. cannot be over-estimated. ' We should think matters over 
nd study our own desires carefully: before we denjtely decide just 
,'hat line of work we wish to take up; 'then we may go ahead and 
s the subjects we have elected to study become clearer for us, we 
ill find that our interest grows with our increasing knowledge, 
nd that our efficiency increases with our added powers of concent- 
ration.

Fisk 
has amassed a long string of swimming 
honors and is the Canadian backstroke 
champion, but his outstanding work has 
been in water polo. There is not a goalcr 
in the aquatic polo game who does not 
fear his dangerous backhand drives that 
are sent with amazing rapidity at the 
most unexpected times. Parsons is a 
strong defensive player and works in 
well with the combination on the of- 
fense to keep the opposing teams on the 
jump at all times. 

Foss and Lcadley in the defensive po- 
sitions are veterans at the game. For the 
past few season they have been playing 
together on the McGill team and they 
have perfected a system whereby very 
few men arc able to get past them and 
close on to the nets.

A committee 
has been appointed by the Corporation to 
collect information regarding the inter- 
nal economy oil the institutions which 
have already sanctioned altogether or in 
part what seems to be an extremely re- 
volutionary movement." The article goes 
on to point out the development of tht 
movement in England and quotes some 
English arguments against higher educa- 
tion of women, including: "First that 
the average female mind is not capable 
of grasping the more difficult subjects 
pf the University course ;that learning 
converts women into pedants vilgary 
called "blue-stockings" — so that its gen- 
eral prevalence among the sex would 
destroy the charm of social life." The 
article gives a general outline of the 
movement in various countries and clos- 
ed with an appeal for cautious action. 
The world has greatly changed in this 
respect since the quoted editorial was 
written. 

Under the heading of Contributions in 
found a long article on the glories and 
short-comings of Cicero, the author 
signing himself "Ciccronianus". It must 
be admitted that articles ctf this nature 
do not overburden the college publica- 
tions of to-day.

THE original movement out of which the Crerar policy 
has developed, was set in motion by a group of grain 
traders in thé West, headed by Wood, a Missourian, for the 
the sole purpose of controlling Western wheat. The main 
interest of both Crerar and Wood, is not the raising of, but 
die exploitation of wheat. 

As selfish interests were the foundation of the movement, 
so in its development selfishness continued to be its chief 
characteristic. 

In fact, so selfish and dangerous has Crerar's policy become 
that a number of the men who originally took a leading part 
in tlfc. movement, men highly respected in farming com- 
munities, such public-spirited and patriotic men as Clark, 
Fletcher, Henders, Ferguson and others, have withdrawn 
from Crerar's group ana have repudiated his plans as a step 
towards national suicide. 

Crerar advocates everything for the special benefit of his 
group without regard to the great majority of the people and 
with no thought for the welfare of the Dominion as a whole. 

He is committed to his group to destroy every vestige of the 
Tariff and introduce Free Trade— which would surely destroy 
the industries of our towns and cities, throwing many 
thousands of Canadian men and women out of work and 
driving them to the United States for a livelihood. 

Crerar's policy presents Group Domination in a most 
menacing form, and as Fletcher said:- 

"We must stamp out this system as we would deal with a 
dreaded disease and we have a riqht to expect the assistance 
of all people who respect Canadian institutions»" 
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
